1 . (Currently amended) A system for generating user interface code comprising: 

a user interface class system generating user interface class code, wherein the user interfiice 
class code includes two or more user interface features that can be selected and assembled into a 
user interface by an op e rator; a user; and 

a handler class system generating handler dass code, wherein the handler class code ixicludes 
one or more states for eadi user inter&ce feature of the user interface class; 

wherein the user interface class and the handler dass cause die selected user interface 
features and associated states for ttie user interface features to be am^iimaticAllv generated wh«i the 
user interface code is executed. 

2. (Currently amended) The system of claim 1 wherein the user interfecc class system 
further comprises a developer user interfece class system automaticallv generating a developer user 
interface class that operates in conjunction with the user interface code to provide modified user 
interface features. 

3 . (Original) The system of claim 1 wherein the user interface cla s s system further 
comprises further comprising a developer handlo: class system genarating a developer handler 
class that operates in conjunction with the user interface code to automaticaUv provide modified 
user interface states. 

4. (Original) The system of daim 2 wherem the user interface class systCTi further 
comprises a site-specific user interface class system generating a sit^-spedfic user interface dass 
that operates in conjunction with the user interface code and the developer user interface dass to 
provide site-spedfic us^ interface features. 

5. (Original) The system of daim 3 wherein the developer handler dass system further 
comprises a site-spedfic handler dass system generating a site-specific handler dass that operates in 
conjunction with the uso: interface code and the developer handler class to provide sito-spedfic user 
interface states. 
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6. (Currently amended) The system of claim 1 wherein the user interface class 
includes one or more of the group compriging an accounts payable user interfece class, an 
accounts receivable user interface class, a general ledger user interface class, a global user interface 
class, an inventory control user interface class, an order common user interface dassj a purchase 
order user interface class, a report user interface class, a shipping order user interface class, a utility 
user interface class, a report user interface class, a test user interface class, and a template user 
inter&ce class. 

7. (Currently amended) The system of claim 1 wherein the handler class includes «Be 
or more of tfao eroup compri s ing an accounts payable handler class, an accounts receivable handler 
class, a gen^ ledger handler class, a global handler class, an inventory control handler class, an 
order common handler class, apurchase order handler class, a report handler class, a shipping order 
handler class, a utility handler class, a report handler class, a test handler class, and a template 
handler class. 

8. (Currently amended) A method for generating user interface code comprising: 
receiving a selection of a user interface feature fniB for a user interface class; 
automati^Qx retrieving a handler associated with the uso: inter&ce feature that includes one 

or more states; and 

automaticanv generating one or more code elements that cause a uso: display to be 
generated wh» executed that includes the user interface feature having the one or more states. 

9. (Cnrrently amended) Hie method of claim 8 further comprising: 

receiving a selection of a developer user interface feature from a developer user inter&ce 
dass; and 

antomatically generating one or more code elem^ts that cause the user display to be 
generated that includes the developer user inter&ce feature. 
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10. (Currently amended) The method of claim 8 further comprising: 

receiving a selection of a developer user interface state from a developer handler class; and 
automatically generating one or more code elements that cause the user display to be 
generated that includes the developer user interface state. 

1 1 . (Currently amended) The method of claim 9 further comprising; 

receiving a selection of a site-spedfic user inter&ce feature fiom a site-spedfic user interface 
class; and 

automaticallv generating one or more code dements that cause the user display to be 
generated that indudes the site-spedfic user interface feature. 

1 2. (Currently amended) The method of daim 8 fuitfior comprising: 

receiving a selection of a sit&^edfic us^ inter&ce state from a site-spedfic handler class; 

and 

antomatically generating one or more code dements that cause the user display to be 
generated that indudes the site-spedfic user inter&ce state. 

13. (Currently amended) The metibiod of daim 8 wherein recdving a selection of the 
user inter&ce feature from the user inter&ce class indudes recdving a sdection from wicormorc 
of the grwp compri s ing an accounts payable user interface dass, an accounts recdvable user 
interface class, a general ledger user interface dass, a global user interface class, an inventory 
control user interface class, an order common user interface class, a purchase order user interface 
class, a report user interface cl a$$, a shipping order user interface class, a utility user interface dass, 
a report user interface dass, a test user interface dass, and a template user interface class. 

14. (Currently amended) The method of daim 8 wherein retrieving the handler 
associated with the user interface feature that includes one or more states includes retrieving bb^w 
more handler from the group comprising an accounts payable handler dass, an accounts 
recdvable handler class^ a general ledger handler class, a global handler class, an inventory control 
handler class, an order common handle c^s, a purchase order i landler dass, a report handle dass,

a template handler class. 

15. (Currently amended) A system for generating software code comprising: 

a primary code generator receiving one or more user selections from for one or more classes 
and generating primary software code; 

a developer code generator receiving the primary software code and one or more user 
selections from one or more developer classes and automaticallv generating developer software 
code; 

a primary code editor antomatically modifying one or more of the classes; and 

wh^ein the modifications made to ihc one or more of the classes by the primary code editor 

i^t in the generation of code that is backwards and forwards compatible with nther tiers in a 

mnlti-tier architecture of the developer software code. 

16. (Original) The system of claim 1 S finther con^sing a site-specific code generator 
receiving die primary software code, ftie developer software code, and one or more selections from 
one or more site^spedfic classes and generating site-specific software code, wherein the 
modifications made to the one or more of the classes by the primary code editor result in the 
generation of code that is compatible with the site-specific software code* 

17. (Original) The system of claim 15 wherein die primary code gmwator fijrther 
comprises a feature class including two or more features and a corresponding state class including 
one or more states for each feature. 

18. (Original) The system of claim 15 wherein the developer code generator fiirfticr 
comprises a developer feature class including two or more developer features and a corresponding 
developer state class including one or more developer states for each developer feature. 
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19. (Original) The system of claim 16 wherein the site-specific code generator further 
comprises a site-specific feature class including two or roore site-specific features and a 
corresponding site-specific state class including one or more site-specific states for each site-specific 
feature. 

20. (Original) The system of claim 15 wherein the primary code generator further 
comprises a user inter&ce class including two or more user inter&ce features and a corresponding 
state class including one or more states for each user interface feature. 
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
